©. A. huts are, Our hearts sink because 
we realise the absolute selfishness of our 
people for instead of there being suffi- 
cient huts to accommodate our boys so 
that each and every one may have at 
least a little of decency and of civilisation 
aimidat the nisery’and bestial conditions 
which his sacrifice for ng lias placed him, 
there are too few far, apd the one thing 
We might have done to clicer those lads 
had been left uudone,
